WACTH THAT "TRACTOR 


Your tractor is a killer! Be care- 
ful Without a doubt the most dan- 
gerous item on the farm is the trac- 
tor. Practicaly every week someone 
is crushed beneath the wheels, pinned 
under the upturned frame or wound 
around a pulley or shaft of this 
streamlined giant. In most cases the 
cause of the accident is carelessness 
—a lack of appreciation of the tre- 
mendous power that can wreak havoc 
as easily as it performs miracles, 

Ten simple steps to greater life 
expectancy for the tractor driver 
are offered here by C, A. ‘Cheshire, 
Extension Agricultural Engineer Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture.

Don’t let children drive a tractor. 
A child too young to handle a twelve 
horse team shouldn’t be asked, or u]- 
lowed, to "iandie a twenty or thirty 
horse outfit that doesn’t even have 
horse sense. 

Don’t allow riders on the tractor. 
There is only room for one per- 
son on the seat No one should he 
riding on the machine. 

Don't hitch a tractor too high—the 
point of pull should always be below 
the beck axel. On hilly or tneven

New Customs 
Regulations On 
Overseas Parcels 


OTTAWA. —The Defence Depart- 
ment gave this tip to Canadians who 
send parcels to servicemen in Bri- 
tain and Germany: Coffee, liquor, 
cigars, cigarettes and tobacco no 
longer are free of customs duties, 

New customs regulations have 
cancelled the concession under which 
two pounds of coffee monthly could 
be ‘sent duty-free to servicemen in 
those countries. One reason is that 
there now is ample coffee available 
overseas. 


More Shorthorns 
For Canada 


Twenty-two Shorthorns valued at 
$23,000 were purchased by Canadians 
at the recent sale at Perth, Scotland, 
of over 240 shorthorns from the fa- 
mous Cruggleton herd.

Danger Of Prairie Dog 
Becoming Extinct 


Five hundred prairie dogs—more wily than the gopher and 
larger—have a town in southwestern Saskatchewan that doesn’t 
appear on the map although maybe it should. It’s the only one 
of its kind in the British Commonwealth. But for a town so dis- 


tinctive, its appearance isn't very imposing. 


On the surface, it consists of num- 
erous mounds in two small areas sep- 
arated by a grain field along French- 
man creek, 10 miles southeast of 
Val Marie. 

Underground, it is a maze of tun- 
nels, 

That's what two provincial mu- 
seum workers — Fred~Lahrman and 
Terry Walker—found when they 
went there to capture specimens and 
take pictures, 

But so wily are these large ground 
squirrels which inhabit dogtown that 
in six days spent there, the two men 
trapped only 12 of them, 

Six have been sent to the Wild 
Animal park at Moose Jaw and the 
remainder are to be mounted for the 
museum in Regina, 

The two museum workers had a 
blind which they erected at the town 
but they discovered even with a blind 
they would have to exercise great 
patience. 

At the least sign of danger, a prai- 
rie dog would bark a warning to his 
friends and then drop 12 feet down 
to the bottom of his hole. It might 
be five hours before the dogs would 
appear again, sometimes longer than 
that. 

Prairie dogs and antelopes are 
good companions, The antelope come 
down and rest in dogtown because 
they know the dogs will be watchful 
of danger. 

The dogs are very good friends of 
each other and run and play about, 
sometimes stopping when they are 
going in opposite directions to rub 
noses, 

But they are not such good friends 
of rattlesnakes and burrowing owls, 
although there’s a saying about them 
all living together in the same bur- 
row. 

It's far from true. The prairie 
dog will eat the burrowing owl if it 
catches one and the rattlesnake will 
do the same with the dog. 

The prairie dog also has to look 
out for the large-footed ferret, the 
badger ahd the: coyote. 


So with these friends and enemy 
relationships and with its name, the 
large ground squirrel can’t be de- 
scribed as having a dog-eat-dog ex- 
istence, although figuratively that’s 
what it is, with the prairie dog more 
in the role of the pursued than the 
pursuer, 


There used to be a lot more prairie 
dogs than there are now. In fact, 
in the plains to the south of the 
Saskatchewan dogtown it is estimat- 
ed more than 400,000,000 lived in an 
area 1,000,000 miles long by 250 miles 
wide. 

But with the coming of the white 
man and the breaking up of the land, 
they gradually diminished in number, 

Now, with their numbers decreas- 
ing, even the Val Marie colony is in 
danger of being exterminated and 
naturalists contend that this relic of 
natural history should be protected. 

Because of the extinction danger, 
the museum workers went to the site 
to collect information and specimens 
while the town and its inhabitants 
are still there. 


The prairie dogs of Val Marie are 
fat now, ready to move underground 
for the winter. 


They'll appear a few times during 
the coming months but for the most 
part these dogs, which never wander 
further than about 50 feet from their 
homes at a time, will be even more 
unseen—By R. Moon, Regina Leader:

Stored Grain Insect Warning 


A number of serious outbreaks of 
insects in farm-stored grain have 
been reported recently in Western 
Canada. It is now evident that, in 
the months ahead, insects may easily 
become one of the most important 
hazards to the safe storage of grain 
on the farm. It will pay any farmer 
to check all his stored grain closely 
this all for grain-eating insects, 
sSafety Rules. Wherever grain is 
s.ored, the basic rule for keeping 
down insects is to keep the grain 
dry, cool, and as free as possible 
from broken kernels, dust and dirt. 
Low moisture cont \t is the best 
single protection agaist insect dam- 
age. However, other things besides 
moisture content make frequent exar 
mination of farm-stored grain adyis-~ 
able, For instance, one load of grain 
of higher moisture content going 
into a bin of very dry grain forms a 
layer where insects can live and 
multiply. Furthermore, several kinds 
of grain insects will survive and re- 
produce in relatively dry grain if it 
contains cracked or damaged kernels 
for them to feed on, Some insects 
can, of course, develop in low mois- 
ture grain provided the temperature 
of the grain is sufficiently high, The 
higher the grain temperature, up to 
95° I’, the lower the moisture con- 
tent must be for safe storage. @ 
Watch That Grain. During the 
next few wecks it will pay farmers 
to check all their stored grain for 
moisture,content and temperature. 
Even the grain you conti<er safe 
because of its low moisture content 
should be examined frequently this 
Fall. Winter weather will, of course, 
cool the grain to levels where insects 
are inactive, The early detection of 
any dangerous insect infestation: in 
your grai:: ‘will enable you to apply 
effective control measures before any 
serious loss occurs, Don’t forget 
that early “clean-up” measures will 
save you time and money, Any far- 
mer who finds a dangerous insect 
infestation in his stored grain should 
report the matter at once to his 
local Agricultural Representative, or
